Democrats conrnues 


MEMO ABOUT THE DEMOCRATS 


Founded in 1792 by Thomas Jefferson as the Republican party, 
the party was reborn under Andrew Jackson and renamed the Democrat— 
ic party. After Jackson the Democrats elected four presidents—-Van 
Buren, Polk, Pierce and Buchanan. But between Buchanan and Frank— 

- lin D. Roosevelt the party won only four presidential elections and 
named only two men, Grover Cleveland and Woodrow Wilson, to the 
White House. When Franklin D. Roosevelt began the first of his four 
terms in 1932 the party entered the era of its greatest power. 


VITAL STATISTICS 
By the test of popular voting in the last five presidential 
elections the Democrats are the majority party. The figures: 


Democrats Republicans 
1932 22,821,857 15,761,841 
1936 27,476,673 16,679,583 
1940 27,243,466 22,304,755 
1944 25,602,505 22,006,278 
1948 24,105,695 21,969,170 


Except for the 80th Congress (1946-48) the Democrats have had 
a majority in both houses of Congress since 1932. Their standing 
today: Senate: 50 Democrats, 46 Republicans; House: 230 Democrats, 
200 Republicans. There are 23 Democratic, 25 Republican governors. 


WHO VOTES DEMOCRATIC? 

South. Since the Civil War, Virginia, North Carolina, South Caro- 
lina, Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana, Arkansas, Tennes— 
see, Kentucky, Florida, Texas and Oklahoma (since 1907) have gen- 
erally given the Democratic party their vote in presidential elec- 
tions. Exceptions: In 1928 when Al Smith, a Catholic, was the can- 
didate, seven southern states broke away. In 1948 Mississippi, 
Alabama, Louisiana and South Carolina voted the Dixiecrat ticket. 
North. Since 1932 the party has generally polled a majority of vot- 
ers in the larger cities. In 1948, out of 106 cities with a popu- 
lation of more than 100,000, Mr. Truman carried 85. The party has 
usually polled a majority of votes cast by farmers, labor and the 
white collar classes, as well as age groups between 20 and 49. 


THE ISSUES BEFORE THE CONVENTION 

The conservative South clashes with the industrial north and 
labor-minded voters on these main issues: 
Civil Rights. The South opposes federal compulsion to ensure civil 
rights, fearing that this will mean the end of local segregation 
laws. In the north "civil rights” is a rallying cry among minor- 
ities that generally vote Democratic. 
The Fair Deal. The South would go slow on federal spending, social 
measures. The north buys Truman's Fair Deal without reservation.

MORALS AND POLITICS 
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THE REPUBLICANS MUST DROP AN ALBATROSS BEFORE THEY CAN ACHIEVE REAL HARMONY 


In the week before its convention opened, the Republican 
party tied an albatross around its own neck. Like the Ancient 
Mariner’s, the Republicans’ albatross is the handicap of a 
bad conscience. It represents a great moral issue. In this case 
the mor: ue is whether votes should be counted or stolen. 
Seldom has the connection between morals and polities been 
so sharply exposed. 

If the Republicans want a clean and decisive victory in 
November, or perhaps any kind of victory, they must get rid 
of this albatross before going to the voters. They may already 
have done so, either by nominating Eisenhower (the alba- 
tross isn’t around his neck) or by ing the issue of the 
contested delegates: strictly on its merits and not—as the 
National Committee did last week—by a display of sheer 
factional power. 

The albatross is not (as some Ikemen pretend) the con- 
servatism of the Republican party’s Old Guard. Nor is it the 
burden of those “cynies, loafers and little Americans” on the 
one hand, or erypto-Democrats on the other, who ha 
hibited the party from making the most of its foreign policy 
issue. This albatross is something comparatively new to the 
Republican party. It is an ethical blind spot, exhibited by the 
lame-duck Republican National Committee majority and by 
its ruling Taft faction. 

Politics was never the cleanest profession in America. It is 
shot through with ambiguity and compromise. There is no 
litmus paper that can infallibly distinguish between a" 
chine” (bad) and an organization (indispensable), or between 
a “steamroller” (unpleasant) and a bandwagon (pleasant). 
But good politicians don’t need such litmus paper. Their 
function in life is to prevent such distinctions from becom- 
ing sharpened to a point where they arouse the moral indig- 
nation of the people. 


Last year the Demoeratic party, after 18 years in power, 
began to suffer from the fact that Pendergast ethics are not 
up to those minimum standards which Americans ask of 
their national political leaders. The scandals of the Truman 
administration were handing the Republicans one of their 
best issues in years. The political atmosphere of *52 was 
already humid with latent moral indignation. 

Meanwhile the Taft-Ingalls organization had got an early 
start on its bid for the Republican nomination. The senator's 
well-known reputation for personal integrity, plus the parti- 
san intensity of his following, gave his cause the zeal of a 
crusade. The Taftmen worked hard all last year, all winter, all 
spring; they persuaded some delegates, negotiated for others, 
intimidated a few. They could be hard-boiled with a good con- 
science because they were convinced their eause was desper- 
ately right. 

When Eisenhower came on the scene, the sudden revela- 
tion of his enormous popularity was a bitter blow to the Taft- 
men, It was all the bitterer because Eisenhower's strength 
was greatest precisely where Taft's was weakest, i.e., in those 
big, changeable states (such as New York, Pennsylvania, Cal- 
ifornia) which mean the difference between a Republican and 
Democratic victory. Texas, the most Ike-minded sector of the 
Democratic South, became a symbol in this struggle. The 
Taftmen decided to take it at all costs. They transferred 
their righteous zeal from the volatile voters, whom they could 
not persuade, to the party machinery, which they could con- 
trol. They trampled upon representative procedures for the 
sake of their cause. In effect, they tried to transfer the moral 


attributes of that cause to a political locomotive, a piece of 
machinery. 

This is not the place to enumerate all the blunders and 
crudities of the Taftmen: the synthetic rump meetings in 
Texas and Louisiana; the bars against full publicity for the 
meetings of the National Committee; the tasteless and al- 
most sadistic selection of speakers (notably McCarthy) at the 
convention. The locomotive went steaming straight through. 
But no locomotive has moral attributes; they are the exclu- 
sive property of men and women, Morally sensitive men and 
women began getting off the train. 

The first clear sign of this was the disillusion of avowed 
Taftmen like Joe Ingraham of Texas, chairman of the Harris 
County Republican Committee, who released a full and dis- 
gusted account of how the Zweifel-Taft group set out to 
“change the rules after they [had] played the game and 
lost.” Next came the ominous statement of 23 Republican 
state governors meeting at Houston, warning their party that 
it must enter the campaign “with clean hands” and urging 
the National Committee not to let contested delegates vote 
for each other. This was followed by similar protests from 
Republican congressmen, from the Republican press (a 
strong editorial in the Saturday Evening Post asked “Will 
the G.O.P. Commit Suicide at Chicago?) and from Republi- 
can rank-and-filers from all parts of the country. By the end 
of last week even elephant-skinned Taftmen like Carroll 
Reese or Guy Gabrielson could sense the nationwide moral 
revulsion against their ruthless and dishonorable tacti 

Seldom has such a moral issue hung in the air over a great 
col or unlike the famous “voice from the sewers” 
that launched F.D.R.’s third term nomination in 1940, this 


ention. 


was no m ‘trong-arm stagecraft to frame a foregone con- 
clusion. The 1952 Republican nomination was not a foregone 


conclusion; anything but. And the morals of politics are a 
big voting issue this year. Morals are an issue with many Re- 
publie: an ‘regulars who are proud to remember that their party 
once called itself “the party of moral ideas.” Morals are an 
issue with those growing millions who call themselves in- 
dependents precisely because they suspect the honesty of all 
party polities. 


Morals are not the only issue at the Chicago convention. 
There is also the issue of party harmony. Harmony was up- 
permost in Herbert Hoover's mind when he asked Senator 
Lodge to let him compromise the delegate contests. Harmony 
gota sort of ritual obeisance from the Taft forces when they 
threw Ike a few odd delegates and whacked up Texas. Har- 
mony has drawn the overtime energies of conscientious neu- 
trals like Foster Dulles and Styles Bridges, who know that 
the rift between Ikemen and Taftmen is not a real policy 
schism. Indeed the harmonizing of rival interests is one of 
the oldest and most vital functions of the American politi- 
cian. His skill at it has kept our system successful. 

But a real moral issue transcends harmony. It.cannot be 
sutured by mere functional skill; it must be felt and ex- 
punged from the conscience. Let us hope that the conven- 
tion itself will have done this. If it has, it will have made 
possible the only kind of party harmony that can defeat the 
Democrats and take the deserved leadership of a willing na- 
tion. That kind of harmony is the harmony of honest men, 
whose compromises will bear inspection, whose quarrels leave 
scars, that can be tolerated and who share the same stand- 
ards of right and wrong and truth and justice.

Houses are swept out and one family is formally chosen to 
take care of the priest. A separate room is set aside or par- 
titioned off for his use. A big meal is prepared, and then 
everyone stands about while he eats alone. But for Father 
Salazar even this aloofness is partly a blessing. If he did not 
hold himself in reserve he could never accomplish so much.

Pie oldest scientific reference to that humiliating human afflic- 
tion known as hangover has been found in Ayurveda, the ancient 
system of medicine of India which was practiced before the time of 
Buddha (568 B.C.). Ayurveda enumerated these consequences of the 
misuse of alcohol: ‘vomiting, loss of appetite, heartburn, lassitude 
continued thirst, tremors of head and limbs, palpitation, weakness 
of joints, respiratory difficulties, sleeplessness, giddiness and a feel- 
ing as if one were wrapped in a wet sheet.” No more comprehensive 
description of hangover symptoms has been composed in the sub- 
sequent 25 centuri 

Only in the last few years has much been learned about the physi 
ological causes of these symptoms. Until then hangover was cons 
ered a minor and humorous irritant, not serious enough for scientific 
study, But during World War II it was discovered that it was respon- 
sible for great unnecessary wastage of manpower. Today some of the 
ition’s greatest corporations—among them Allis-Chalmers (a pio- 
neer in the field), American Telephone & Telegraph, Consolidated 
Edison, Eastman Kodak, General Motors—are cooperating with the 
Yale Center of Alcohol Studies on the problem of hangover. It has 
come to be realized that alcohol is still an industrial problem even 
though an intoxicated man on the job today is a conspicuous rarity 
which the unions themselves helped to eliminate years ago. 


“Tt is the hangover,” declares Ralph M. Henderson, industrial re- 
lations expert of the Yale Center, “that represents the biggest loss to 


industry, and frankly we’re at a loss to know how to compute it 
accurately.” 

Absenteeism is one gauge. It is known that the problem drinker in 
industry loses 25 to 30 working days a year. Throughout the U 
175,000 men stay away from their jobs every working day of the 
year as the result of drinking, making a total of 60 million man-days 
lost a year. This is nearly one and a half times the number lost in 
1951 as the result of industrial accidents and nearly three times the 
number lost from strikes. Yet alcoholic absenteeism—"Monday pneu- 
monia” —does not tell the whole story. Nor do any of the direct costs 
definitely attributable to alcohol, such as hospitalization, disabil- 
ity payments, turnover and the cost of replacements. "The hidden 
costs,” Mr. Henderson says, “dwarf the ones that show up on paper. 
They are tremendous.” 

Dr. Selden Bacon, director of the Yale Center, illustrates the prob- 
lem with the story of a hypothetical George, “the half-man.” “When 


an individual is absent from the job,” Dr, Bacon points out, “the 
loss is clear and measurable. But the ‘half-man’ is a different phe- 
nomenon. He may be a salesman, a supervisor, a janitor or a member 
of the board of directors. On this particular morning he is on loca- 
tion; chemical analysis would show very little aleohol in his system; 
he responds to ordinary stimuli; if asked, he will say he doesn’t feel 
up to par. 

"That is one half. The other half? For practical purposes the man 
isn't there at all. He is accomplishing nothing. If he should do some- 
thing it won’t be done well. From an industrial viewpoint it would be 
far etter if both halves had stayed at home. He is neither the whole 
man drunk and obvious, nor the whole man sober and useful. If he is 
on the floor, working a lathe, his arms and legs go through the famil- 
iar motions. But his ability to discriminate, his accuracy, his flexibil- 
ity were left at home. His output is down and his waste pile is up. If 
his job is desk work, he is likely to sit at his desk with correspondence,

“If they say that 
hanging one on every night, even a light one, doesn’t affect their 
work, they are fooling themsely hey never feel their best. 

But they ne 
measure up to their true capacities in any way.” 

Before we can understand how aleohol operates on the human 
body to produce hangover it is necessary to understand some- 
ing of how the be operates on aleohol. The mechanics of 
intoxication and the problem of habitual nkers-to-excess have 
already been analyzed in this magazine (“Liquor,” Lire, May 27, 
1946). unt will be confined to those factors which are 
most directly connected with the problem of hangover. 

Chemically the ethyl alcohol molecule, C,H,OH, is related to 
those of sugar. fat and starch, and like them is oxidized by the 
body processes; that is to say, it is burned as a fuel and converted 
into heat and energy. Over and above its pharmacological prop- 
erties, alcohol is thus first of all a food. The disadvantage of 
alcohol as a food is that it contains no vitamins, minerals or pro- 
teins. Like sugar it produces quick energy but no true nourish- 
ment. Beer and wine contain some essential food values, distilled 
liquors none. 

The important fact about the metabolism of aleohol is that

s it requires no digestion. It passes directly 
through the walls of the stomach into the blood without under- 
going any chemical change. 

As soon as alcohol enters the blood, the body starts dis) 
of it by two proe oxidation and elimination. Of th 
former is the more important in a quantitative sense. Only a 
Il fraction of the alcohol absorbed, never more than 5%, is 
climinated in the urine; perhaps 5 to 15% is volatilized in the 
lungs and exhaled as vapor. By far the largest proportion of the 
cohol consumed—80 to 90%—is burned off through oxidation 
like any other food. The first step in this process takes place in 
the liver with its complex system of enzymes or ferments. The rate 
at which the liver performs this job is constant = uniform for 
everybody, veteran drinkers and novices alike. It can neither be 
hastened nor retarded by exercise, sweating, ee breathing, cold 
showers, drugs or anything else. The mechanism of the liver is 
an impartial anc ruptible timekeeper. 


One third of an ounce per hour 


Lscunesessarso healthy man of 150-160 pounds the liver will 
burn from one quarter to one third of an ounce of alcohol (less 
than a jigger of whisky) per hour. If he wished to drink slowly 
enough’ to enable his liver to keep pace with consumption he 
would have to dawdle a full hour over a single pallid highball or 

ass of beer: he would experience neither pleasure nor pain. But 
nee most people drink more rapidly than this, the alcohol they 
absorb continues to circulate in their blood streams and produces 
intoxication. 

It is in the difference between man’s variable rate of consump: 
tion and his invariable rate of oxidation that all the pleasures of 
drinking and sorrows of hangover originate. The speed with which 
the first drink is “felt” derives from the fact that the circulatory 
system carries blood to the brain more quickly and supplies it 
more generously in proportion to weight than any other organ 
of the | ody 

Most people exverience some intoxication when the alcohol 
concentration in their blood reaches .15%; few are affected below 
1%; and almost none below .05%, a figure arbitrarily fixed in 
chemical tests on motorists as proof of sobriety. The points at 
which the various brain centers succumb are constant and invari- 
able in the final phase of intoxication. Both the habitual drinker 
and the beginner pass out when the alcohol concentration in their 
blood reaches .4%; both die when it reaches .6 or .7%. The alco- 


hol addict er develops a true physiological “tolerance in the 
same way that a morphine addict eventually habituates himself 


which would have killed him at an earlier time. 
In the initial stages of intoxication, however, individuals 
wide variations in behavior. One man may be roaring drunk when 
his blood concentration is less than .1.%: another with .25% in his 
veins may appear as sober as a Methodist bishop. For alcohol tends

to amplify individual temperament: a normally phlegmatic man 
gets dull and sleepy with the approach of intoxication: a normal- 
ly vivacious man may become a nuisance after a few drinks, as 
O. Henry implied when he wrote that some men are “half drunk 
when they are sober.” Conscious self-control is an important 
factor governing behavior in intoxication. The experienced drinker 
knows what to expect; he anticipates the effects of alcohol and 
compensates for them, while the novice with the same concentra- 
tion in his blood is overwhelmed. 

There is a point beyond which no drinker can any longer com- 
pensate. When that point is reached psychological variables d 
appear and the course of events is determined rigidly by the special 
action of aleohol on the brain. This action is anesthesia, the same 
as that of ether, chloroform, nitrous oxide and other anesthetics. 
The actual mechanics of anesthesia are still not fully understood, 
but current theory holds that an anesthetic somehow prevents the 
nerve cells from utilizing the oxygen in a normal way. Since the top 
of the brain is most sensitive to oxygen shortage, all anesthetics, as 
well as alcohol, affect the cortex first and thence progress to the 
more resistant deeper levels. Their action is quite different from 
that of narcotics, like morphine, which depress the respiratory 
center first while leaving the cortex unclouded. Alcohol is thus not 
a narcotic but an anesthetic. 

The implication of these facts so far as hangover is concerned is 
that its disturbances are primarily the aftermath of a period of 
anoxemia, or oxygen deficiency in the blood, followed by a similar 
deficiency in the tissues of the ‘central nervous system. In intoxica- 
tion the nervous system is starved. Like any other living tissue that 
is mistreated, it goes through a period of hypersensitivity. As the 
anesthetic action of alcohol tapers off, the hangover patient be- 
comes aware of his distress. Other anesthetics produce exactly the 
same aftereffects. In cases of carbon monoxide poisoning, the vic- 
tim undergoes a sequence of intoxication similar to that of a person 
getting drunk, followed, if he survives, by a severe hangover phase. 


A temporary disturbance, not an injury 


A HANGOVER, then is the temporary result of a disturbance of 
the central nervous system. It is not the result of injury to it. The 
bodily changes that attend it are transient, functional and reversi- 
ble, lasting only a few hours. Even in the case of an addict after a 
two-week binge the effects last not more than 48 hours. Hangover 
is never accompanied by any structural damage, organic change or 
tissue alteration. The concentration which alcohol reaches in the 
bloodstream, even at the point of death, is never strong enough to 
irritate. much less harm, living cells. Such sensitive organisms as 
amoebae, human spermatazoa and the like survive comfortably in 
solutions of alcohol many times stronger than can ever be attain- 
ed in the bloodstream. 

In the end all the alcohol absorbed in the blood breaks down 
into harmless by-products which are normal constituents of the 
body: carbon dioxide and water. Post-mortem examinations of 
countless alcoholics have failed to disclose pathological changes 
to any organ, including the brain, that can be ascribed to alcohol. 
Entire generations of animals have been kept deeply intoxica 
laboratory tests throughout their lives without any 
on their health, longevity or progeny. (The surviving offsprin 
aleoholized strains were bigger and healthier, though fewer in num- 
ber, than those of sober parentage.) 

The only malady that can be attributed directly to alcohol is 
drunkenness and the tragedies that often result from All the 
other ills for which aleohol has long been blamed—cirrhosis of the 
liver, polyneuritis, kidney disorders, even delirium tremens and 
“rum nose’’—are now known to be diseases of malnutrition, caused 
by the addicts’ customary neglect of food. The alcoholic who re- 
members to eat, seldom gets them. The occasional obese alcoholic 
who suffers from enlarged heart or high blood pressure is always a 
im of overeating, a more suicidal habi ifficult to 
interrupt than overdrinkin 
e facts may afford some consolation to the hangover victim 
fully conscious of the immediate penalties of over- 
His symptoms seem to him to enjoy a horribly far- 
flung distri ion throughout his body. It happens, however, 
that all the sorrows of hangover originate in the central nervou 
system. for this is the part of the ‘body that is immed jiately af- 
fected by alcohol. This readily explains the symptom of head- 
ache, but why does hangover bring unslakeable thirst, unsettling 
gastritis, unbearable fatigue and uncontrollable shakes and jit- 
ters? The pathways by which these crude physical symptoms 
descend from their ultimate source are devious and complex. What 
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SYMPTOM #1: THIRST

follows is a summary of the best present knowledge of their origin. 

Thirst: Every drinker experiences persistent dryness of the 
throat and respiratory tract following an evening of drinking and 
knows the difficulty of quenching his thirst for several hours in 
the morning. Contrary to popular belief, alcohol does not “dry out” 
the body. Full-strength aleohol exercises a dehydrating action but 
when it is diluted inside the body, even in the highest possible 
concentrations, it has no such effect. 

Hangover thirst is the consequence of a peculiar shift of water 
within the body resulting from the action of aleohol on the cen- 
tral nervous system. The human body is roughly 70% water. Two 
thirds of this water lies within the individual cells; the remain- 
ing third circulates in areas between the cells in the form of blood, 
digestive juices, lymph and other body fluids and secretions. Al- 
cohol somehow upsets this balance: some of the water within the 
cells shifts to the extracellular 
spaces. When water is lost from 
inside the cells, a sensation of 
thirst occurs. 

The total amount of water in 
thebody, however, remains more 
or less constant. A drinker’s fre- 
quent trips to the lavatory are 
toagreat extent the consequence 
of the bulk of liquid he is con- 
suming and not because alcohol 
noticeably “stimulates” the kid- 
neys. During the first drink or 
two alcohol apparently slows the 
production of a pituitary hor- 
mone which regulates kidney ac- 
tion. But this effect is short- 
ived and kidney function soon 
returns to normal. 

‘The quantities of liquid which 
the hangover sufferer drinks on 
the morning after have difficulty 
reaching the cells; most of it 
simply pours back into the ex- 
tracellular spaces and thence 
right through him, alleviating 
his thirst only momentarily. It 
is only when the body's own in- 
tricate processes restore the wa-

thereupon upset. If all the potassium and sodium in the body were 

withdrawn a person would die. The imbalance in the distribution of 

these salts. it is thought, is an important factor in producing some 
hangover disturbances. 

Headache: The most important physiological factor here is be 
lieved to be the liver. Alcohol is known to impair the functionin; 
of the liver. but just what it does is not established. A malfu 
tioning liver can prevent the body from eliminating certain to: 
products whose presence seems to induce headache. 

In certain individuals two other physical causes may underlie 
the hangover head. Some researchers claim to have found evi- 
dences of allergic reactions in hangover. They suspect that impu- 
ities in alcoholic beverages or the volatile oils and aromatic es- 
sences that give different liquors their characteristic flavors and 
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danger. A Communist force of 4,000 men had seized the 
key hill overlooking Hagaru-ri in the desperate Chosin 
Reservoir fighting.

Lieutenant Colonel Myers, then a major, rallied together 
clerks, cooks, and other service personnel, and led a make- 
shift unit of 250 men in an assault up the snow-covered 
600-foot hill.

bouquet may incite an allergic reaction in an especially sensitive 
person and thus give him a headache. 

Psychological causes are equally significant in hangover head- 
ache. Anxiety, wot remorse—emotions which are intensified in 
the hangover period—can cause fluctuations in blood pressure. 
When there is an alternation of first much and then little blood 
reaching the brain, headache follows. 

In his authoritative work, Headache and Other Head Pain, Dr. 
Harold G. Wolff holds to a different theory, which he calls “psycho- 
biologic” causation. More important than the toxic action of alco- 
hol on the system in hangover headache, he says, is “the effect on 
the subject of late hours, loss of sleep, excitement of social inter- 
course (talking, singing and laughing), sustained effort and ex- 
haustion, loss of restraint and perhaps some remorse.” 

The Yale Center hopes to confirm this theory in an experiment 
planned to differentiate the toxic effects of drinking from the “par- 
ty” effects, A group of volunteers will be allotted generous quotas 
of liquor and instructed to drink 
quietly in their rooms, in com- 
plete solitude and silence, until 
they pass out. It is expected 
that no one will have a headache 
next morning. 

Fatigue: However other symp- 
toms vary, fatigue is a universal 
component of hangovers, great 
and small, The addict is pros- 
trated after a spree by the exces- 
sive demands he has made on 
his system for hours and day 
He is undernourished, suffering 
from lack of sleep, exhausted 
by the emotional tensions that 
descend on him anew as he re- 
turns to sobriety. In the com- 
mon hangover these same fac- 
tors are at work. 

During an evening of aleohol- 
ic overindulgence the drinker 
uses his resources uneconom- 
ically. His decreased control 
leads him to talk too much, 
smoke too much, expend too 
much body heat, waste effort in 
all sorts of useless motions and 
squander his store of energy in unchanneled, unbridled, meaning 
less activity. His pulse rate and blood pressure go up, not only be- 
cause of the alcohol, but because of his strenuous activities and, 
if he is a smoker, because of the extra nicotine he has absorbed. 

His recovery the next day is impaired by insufficient sleep. He 
has not only stayed up too late, but he has slept badly. After a 
brief period of initial stupor the drinker is likely to lapse into a 
progressively lighter and more restless slumber, during which he 
may experience disturbing dreams or nightmares. After a relatively 
short period of sleep he awakens in a state of nervous excitation, 
despondency and physical distress and sleep becomes impossible. 
Sleeplessness thus compounds the fatigue which overhangs and 
exacerbates the localized hangover symptoms. 

Tremors, jitters, shakes: Nervous symptoms like these are pri-

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marily emotional in origin, resulting from the state of excessive 
anxiety and tension in which the hangover sufferer invariably finds 
himself on returning from the nonreality of intoxication. “The 
general psychological picture in hangover,” says the Yale Center’s 
Dr. Giorgio Lolli, “is that of a person saying, ‘The world doesn’t 
offer me anything. I have lost everything. I am worth nothing.’ The 
hangover is a time of sorrow.” (In Proverbs it is written: “Who 
. +.» They that tarry long at the 


The digestive upsets of hangover are, like its other 
ills, produced indirectly via the central nervous system rather than 
by the direct impact of alcohol on the affected parts. In full 
strength ethyl alcohol is irritating to membranes and tissues. In the 
50% concentration that exists in 100 proof whisky it is still strong 
enough to produce a burning sensation in the throat and to excite 
an excess of mucus in the gastric fluids. Prolonged consumption of 
undiluted liquor may ultimately cause hoarseness of the throat 
(“whisky voice”) and chronic gastritis. But the concentration 
of even a strong highball—one 
made, for example, with equal 
parts of whisky and water—is 
only 23 to 25%; the majority of 
drinkers dilute their beverages 
still more. In concentrations of 
less than 20% alcohol is not irri- 
tating to the membranes of the 
stomach. A 10% solution can 
be dropped in the eye without 
irritation, 

The gastric disturbances of 
hangover occur independently 
of any direct action of alcohol 
on the lining of the stomach, 
They will take place even when 
alcohol is injected into a vein. 
B i n the central nerv-

When a person drinks on an 
empty stomach, the excess of 
gastric fluids, unmodified by food, tends to irritate the stomach lin- 
ing and may be injurious to persons with ulcers. It is the acidity of 
the gastric fluids excited by alcohol, and not the alcohol itself, 
which makes drinking hazardous for ulcer patien| 

‘The jaded appetite that often follows an evening of indulgence 
is a result of the stomach’s lining being irritated and the stomach’s 
motility being slowed down, After excessive drinking the stomach 
does not give hunger signals as it normally does. Some drinkers 
feel too queasy for anything but bland foods the morning after, 
but others attempt to “wake up” their stomachs with highly sea- 
soned foods like chili con carne and curry. 

Because of its progressive action, different quantities of alcohol 
produce strikingly different effects. Thus while moderate amounts 
of alcohol increase stom: motility. large amounts may halt it 
altogether by closing the pyloric valve between the stomach and 
the small intestine. Since none of the contents of the stomach can 
pass into the intestine, digestion stops and nausea is the result. 

A still obscure factor in the gastric distress of hangover is the 
liver. Alcohol clearly has a temporary disturbing effect on the liver 
but the actual processes are not known. 

‘These, then, are the outlines of the hangover constellation to- 
gether with the principal known causal elements. What to do 
about them, how to prevent them and how to cure them are qu 
tions about which every drinker has had some sort of an answi 
since man first made wine. The body of folklore and superstition 
that has accumulated around hangover is as large and foolish as 
any of man’s mythologies. Many modern notions of hangover 
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prevention and therapy are little more practical than the remedies 
prescribed by Pliny the Elder in his Naturalis Historia: “The eggs 
of an owlet, administered to drunkards three days in wine ... a 
sheep’s lights roasted, eaten before drinking... the ashes of a 
swallow’s beak, bruised with myrrh and sprinkled in wine.” 
One of the hoariest theories of hangover prevention rests on the 
premise that certain forms of alcohol are less toxic than others. 
Millions of drinkers are positive that Scotch is safer than rye, that 
bourbon is gentler than gin, or that highballs are wiser with water 
than soda, The fact of the matter is that any intoxicating beverage 
will produce a hangover if enough alcohol gets into the blood 
Alcohol is no more “potent” in whisky than it is in beer or wine. 
of the form in which it is consumed it always takes the 
same individual the same amount of time to oxidize it and elimi- 
nate it from his system. An ounce of whisky in a shot glass disap- 
pears more quickly than a glass of beer; hence it is usually the fast- 
working whisky drinker who absorbs the most alcohol in an eve- 
ning. But if two men of the same weight stand at a bar, one drinking 
a large glass of beer for each one-ounce jigger of whisky consumed 
by the other, the contest will be about even. 


The beer vs. the whisky hangover 


I: may take the beer drinker slightly longer to feel the effects of , 
intoxication, since beer contains a certain amount of carbohydrate 
which tends to delay the absorption of alcohol into the blood; he 
in effect, not drinking on an empty stomach. But drink for drink 
the aleohol concentration in both men’s blood will eventually ar- 
rive at the same level, and since it took the beer drinker a little 
er to reach his peak, the aleohol will remain in his system a 
little longer and his hangover period will be a little more prolonged. 

Among distilled spirits a few minor side differences exist which 
may account for slightly different effects in terms of individual 
tolerance. No complete chemical analysis of alcoholic beverages 
has ever been made. But it is known that in the process of fermen- 
tation and distillation between 100 and 200 minor by-products 
are formed in addition to ethyl alcohol. Among these by-products 
are ether, glycerin, acetic acid, acetone and small amounts of the 
higher alcohols (amyl, propyl, octyl, ete.) which are lumped to- 
gether under the term “fusel oil.’ These varied by-products are 
called c ongeners and their distribution varies with the drink. Some 
are responsible for the bouquet of the beverage (ethyl aleohol 
self has virtually no odor); others have an unpleasant flavor which 
must be disguised. In whisky manufacture the initial raw distillate 
is aged in charred wooden kegs. This aging process does not remove 
the congeners but merely causes new aromatic substances to form 
which disguise the raw taste of the fusel oil and give whisky its 
characteristic flavor. 

Studies made at the Yale Center show that certain congener 
even in minute amounts. tend to slow down the rate at which 
alcohol is oxidized in the body. In other words these con 


prolong the alcohol’s aftereffects though they produce no toxic 
effect of their own, The amount of fusel oil in whisky increases 
with From this fact there emerges the surprising deduction 


that fine old bottled-in-bond whisky may produce in some people a 
more prolonged hangover than a blend of equal proof, Gin, con- 
taining fewer congeners, is oxidized in the body somewhat more 
rapidly than whisky. Pure ethyl alcohol, being entirely free of con- 
geners, oxidizes fastest of all. Individuals who insist that gin gives 
them worse hangovers than whisky may be allergic to oil of juniper, 
the usual flavoring element in gin. 

Taste is an important psychological factor in hangover. Drink- 
ers who enjoy alcoholic beverages can often give themselves a 
hangover by believing that a certain drink will make them sick. 
Actually there is no physiological reason for a person to develop a 
worse hangover from rye than from bourbon, or from bourbon 
than from Scotch. A whisky of the same proof will affect the same 
person in the same degree. But the individual who believes that 
he cannot drink a certain type of whisky will frequently be sick the 
next day if he knowingly drinks it. 

The same principle applies to the erroneous notion that mixing 
drinks is harmful. A cocktail is a very mixed drink but it is not the 
fact that gin and vermouth are mixed in Martinis that renders them 
“lethal” to some people who habitually abjure them for highballs. 
‘The danger in Martinis is that they go down faster than highbells, 

The person who fears to mix Martinis with Manhattans, whisky 
with beer, gin with sherry, is justified not by physiology but by 
psychology: the combination of flavors may sicken him no less 
than a combination of oysters with maple syrup or a fudge-and- 
cheese sundae. 
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The whole question of hangover prevention has been clouded in 
the popular mind by confusing it with notions of how to impede 
or forestall intoxication. Food in the stomach will retard intoxica- 


SEE WHAT A DIFFERENCE tion because it delays the rate at which alcohol is absorbed into the 


blood. A man may have to drink six highballs after dinner in order 
MAYBELLINE MAKES to engender the same “kick” that three provide beforehand. But in 
doing so he has ingested twice as much alcohol. It will take him 
more than twice as long to absorb, oxidize and eliminate it and he 


may continue to feel its aftereffects next day. From the standpoint 
of hangover, if not intoxication, the drinks after dinner are most 
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thereby slow absorption of the alcohol. This is a highly u 
caution prior to a drinking contest. Its perils lie in the f 
individual who has thus provided against intoxication may become 
impressed by his resistance to alcohol, get overconfident and over- 
indulge. What he gains in temporary sobriety he loses in pro- 
longed hangover grief.

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A throne for a cure 


EVEN more than the prevention of hangover, the question of a 
cure, once the pangs have set in, has preoccupied the lay drinker, 
to say nothing of the pharmacologist. “Pick a throne,” Dr. Ferdi- 
| nand C. Helwig and Walton H. Smith write in their book, Liquor 
the Servant of Man, “charter the Queen Mary for a year, observe 
| Gutzon Borglum carving a mountain into your likeness; these are 


a smattering of the payoff for the man who finds a hangover cure. 
. «So far there has been no honest hint of his appearance.” 

At the present moment a specific for the hangover appears to be 
as remote as one for the common cold. And contemporary prin- 
ciples of treatment are about the same: keep the patient comfort- 
able, minister to his special needs. For headache, prescribe some 
mild analgesic like aspirin; for gastric distress, mild effervescent 
salts to increase stomach motility: for tremors and insomnia, mild 
sedation and perhaps a warm bath. Strong coffee, while good for 
headache, is the last thing in the world for a man with the shakes. 
Fresh air is important, for the hangover sufferer is a victim of 
y anoxemia. Food is important, especially food rich in carbohy- 

drates, for the hangover sufferer is a victim of exhaustion and needs 
to increase the sugar content in his blood as rapidly as he can. Most 


FAMOUS RY-KRISP important of all is rest—not exercise, not sweating—and still bet- 


ter, sleep. (It is the relaxation of a Turkish bath, not the perspira- 


REDUCING PLAN tion that renders it valuable to hangover therapy.) 


The most venerable cure of all is, of course, the hair-of-the- 
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therapy lies in the fact that it can alleviate all of the manifold ills 
of hangover with a single shotgun quaff—for the time being. It mo- 
mentarily anesthetizes the pain of headache, quiets the nerves, 
promotes digestion, whets the appetite, provides a spurt of en- 
ergy, fills the patient with a new sense of security and optimism 
and in general makes life worth living. 

Doctors and psychiatrists concerned with the study of alcohol 
are now investigating new methods of hangover therapy as a possi- 
ble key to the enigma of addiction. For it is when engulfed in the 
agonies of hangover that the alcoholic, racked by intolerable fear, 
disarmed and desperate in the blinding glare of returned conscious- 
ness, sees no alternative but to rush back to the solacing semi- 
stupor of drunkenness, and thence spiral downward to oblivion. If 
the cycle could be broken at this point by mitigation of the tor- 
ture of catastrophic hangovers, the broader problems of alcoholism 
might be more accessible of solution. 

Various methods of treatment are now being tried in alcohol 
clinics across the land. Massive vitamin injections have proved 
useful in speeding the recovery of addicts suffering from dietary 
deficiency. Some of the newest drugs—cortisone, ACTH (a hor 
mone extracted from the pituitary gland), Tolserol and ACI 
(Adrenal Cortical Extract)—give promise of helping to vestore 
more rapidly the chemical imbalance of nervous systems ravaged 
by prolonged abuse. But these drastic methods are for hangoy 
that require hospitalization. It is not likely that endocrine ther- 
apy will be available to common hangover sufferers for some time 
to come. 

In the meantime there is an antidote that some experts believe 
may be the best man can ever hope for. The panacea for hang- 
says Dr. Leon A, Greenberg of the Yale Center of Alcohol 
Studies, “will be at hand when people learn to drink sensibly, It 
won't come in the form of a pill. It will come in the form of 
intelligence.” 

Abstinence is not the answer, save for the uncontrollable drink- 
er. Alcohol has a legitimate place in the world. Indeed, for those 
suffering from certain forms of heart disease, alcohol is an in- 
dispensable medicine, which is why Sir William Osler poetically 
dubbed whisky “the milk of old age.” 

ivilization not only engendered alcohol but apparently created 
ed man the notion that he needs it as a weapon and insula- 
gainst the fears, frustrations and disenchantments of an in- 
creasingly complex society. For alcohol gives man a temporary 
vacation from his memory, erases the recriminat of the past, 
ides the doubts of the future and helps him to enjoy the present. 
It is not alcohol, therefore, but man’s boundless and unbridled 
appetites that produce the ills for which it is often blamed. Alcohol 
is no more responsible for man’s misuse of it than food is re- 
sponsible for his gluttony. A century ago Dr. Oliver Wendell 
Holmes epitomized what appears still today to be the final answer 
to hangover: 


"Tis but the fool that loves excess; hast thou a drunken soul? 
Thy bane is in thy shallow skull, not in my silver bowl.
